NUERNBERG, (AP)—Hermann Goering—flamboyant to 
the end—cheated the hangman with a capsule of cyanide Tues- 


day night but 10 other ringleaders of the punctured Nazi reich | 


died at the end of a rope before dawn Wednesday in payment 
for their crimes against the world. 

Goering, No. 2 man of a Nazi regime intended by Adolf 
Hitler to last 1,000 years, twitched out his life in a prison cell 
only a few hours before his condemned henchmen plunged 
through the banging traps of two gallows in a grimy building 
)35 yards away, 

By his manner of dying, Goering not only took the last 
spotlight away from his colleagues but created a breathtaking 
mystery which had army intelligence officers laboring in an 
effort to determine how he got, concealed and took the poison, 

The 10 who died on the gallows—as directed by the inter- 
national military tribunal which convicted them two weeks ago 
of war crimes, crimes against the peace and crimes against 
humanity—went to their deaths without collapsing and making 
“God save Germany” final declarations. 

Joachim von Ribbentrop, Hitler's 
replaced Goering as the first man to climb the 13 steps to doom, 
dropped through the trap at 1:14 a.m, (6:14 p.m, Tuesday Ed- 
monton time), One hour and 43 minutes later, when Arthur 
Seyss-Inquart, Nazi gauleiter of the Netherlands, was pro- 
}nounced dead, it was all over.

Hamburger at $1.40 a Pound 


By Peter Inglis 
WASHINGTON. — A downtown 
grocer in Washington has earned 
| his place in history by selling ham- 
| burger admittedly good ham- 
burger, cut from the top of the 
round — for $1.40 a pound. 


Up until Monday midnight the 


\ceiling price on ordinary ham- 
burger was 30 cents a pound. 
Least-inflated meat prices  dis- 


covered in Washington since Pres- 
ident Truman, in his wistful Mon- 
day night speech, opened the sea- 
cocks of this country’s already 
sinking stabilization program: 

Pork 89 cents a pound (old ceil- 
ing price 43 cents); chuck roast 78 
cents (old price 47); ham 68 cents 
(old price 42 cents); frankfurters 
65 cents (old price 50 cents). 

What “Traffic Will Bear” 

These are prices in effect at one 
of the city’s largest super-markets 
}and one of the few retail outlets to 
receive fresh supplies of meat in 
any quantity. Elsewhere prices are 
strictly what the traffic will bear— 
and in the present full-pocketbook 
land empty-larder mood of Amer- 
icans it will bear plenty. 

Meanwhile, after a full 
mulling over Mr. Truman's Mon- 
day night speech, Washington 1s 
coming to the conclusion that the 
beginning of the new year will 
|see few vestiges of price or wage 
controls left. 

The decontrol of meat, which 
alone represented about one-eighth 
of the basis on which the cost of 
living is computed, has pulled al- 
most all food products out from 
under ceilings (dairy products and 
some others already had been de- 
controlled). 

Mr Truman apparently has 
abandoned his hopes of keeping the 
lid on the cost of living and it ap- 
pears that administration strategy 
will be to let go all controls except 
on those of the “heavy” type of 
scarce goods automobiles, re- 
frigerators and the like. 

Soon No Major Check 

Obviously, to attempt to control 
| wages in such circumstances would 
be farcical.

day an entirely new approach to 
ar, atomic energy issue over which 
the United States und Russia are 
at odds, 

“Direct inspection should not be 
used indiscriminately, because of 
the risk of antagonving a nation or 
ite citizens,” the United States dele- 
gi.tion to the United Nations atomic 
energy commission said in a 57- 
page report, 

This report is the first time the 
Americans have gone to such lengths 
to expiain their stand, 

“Care must be taken to inspect 
only so far as necessary to confirm 
or disprove suspicions,” the report 
said “In some cases inspection ct 
receiving and shipping rooms and 
platforms might be sufficient. In 
other cases a thorough inspection, 
including taking samples from pro- 
cesses, might be necessary, 

“In all cases the right of nationals 
and industries should be observed 
to the greatest possible extent con- 
sistent with fulfillment of the func- 
tions of the authority.” 

The report said that in addition 
to iuspections by representatives of 
the atomic development authority, 
the authority could gather informa- 
tion through its normal control ot 
authorized activities and through 
formal reports on specific topics 
| submitted by individual countries to 
the suthority,

Suicide of Goering 
Creates New Mystery

NUERNBERG, (AP)—Actor to 
the last, Hermann Goering by cheat- 
ing the gibbet in the closing minutes 
of the last act created a breath- 
taking new mystery. 

How the one-time reichs-marshal 
and luftwaffe boss managed to con- 
ceal a vial of poison for 1% years, 
or alternatively, who smuggled it to 
him in a closely guarded and watch- 
ed jail cell, were questions which 
had the intelligence officers of four 
countries hard at work. 

Fast-Working Poison 

Here are the facts available for 
professional and amateur detectives 
alike: 

Potassium cyanide crystals were 
carried by all the top Nazis at the 
end of the war. The poison works 
fast. Heinrich Himmler, the ges- 
tapo boss, died in lass than a minute 
when he crushed a capsule in his 
teeth after his capture by the Bri- 
tish army dn 1945. 

A capsule was found on Goering 
after his capture. It was taken 
away and since then Goering’s per- 
son, his clothes and cell had been 
searched at least 100 times. 

All during the 10-month-long 
trial a guard stood within three feet 


of the reichsmarshal {In the court- 
}room and he never was allowed to 
pass anything to his lawyers except 
| through the guard. He was guard- 
| ed by two soldiers every foot of the 
way to and from the court room,

War Memorials 

There appears to be a general tendency 
across Canada, tacitly encouraged by the 
federal government, to forsake the practice 
of commemorating war service and war 
sacrifice in bronze and stone. 

In conformity with this prevalent view- 
point is the decision of Winnipeg to erect a 
Memorial Recreation Centre which will be 
dedicated to “those who fought for human 
liberties and paid the supreme sacrifice’. 
The project, which was initiated by the 
Winnipeg city council has wide support 
among community organizations and Mani- 
toba branches of the Canadian Legion. 

Specifically, the proposal is to build a 
useful community structure which can be 
used, not only as an all-round stadium with 
facilities for sports of all kinds, but to house 
an industrial, agricultural and recreational 
exhibition, The inclusion of accommoda- 
tion for arts and handicrafts has also been 
Strongly urged, 

It is pointed out that the memorial centre 

should not overshadow the community cen- 
tres which have grown up in Winnipeg but 
should be a meeting place and a coordinating 
place for the work done by the smaller 
centres, 
: While Winnipeg’s project is one concrete 
instance of the form taken by the new idea 
In war memorials it does not necessarily 
furnish a classic and unalterable example. 
The plan is capable of infinite variety and 
adjustment and adaptation, " 

Here in Edmonton, for instance, it would 
work in well with the plans of the Recreation 
Commission and with the program, in a more 
specialized way, of the Allied Arts Council 
which is already conyerting its useful war-

» © Britain Shocked at Horrors | 


Revealed in Childrens’ Homes. 


By Basil Dean x 


LONDON.—The building, part of 
a workhouse built in the days when 
authority believed paupers should 
be made as uncomfortable as poss- 
ible, is described as a nursery, 

It houses 32 orphaned or aban- 
doned children—eight of them sick 
—and an adult woman suffering 
from cancer of the face. One of 
the children is insane, 

There are two babies, both suffer- 
ing from rickets—the disease of 
malnutrition. They are clothed in 
cotton dresses, cotton vests, dilapi- 
dated diapers which are no more 
than discolored cotton rags. Across 
the hall in a great, cold, empty 
room, lies a premature baby—alone. 

The children eat from cracked 
enamel plates and each has one 
mug which serves for both milk and 
soup, They sleep in broken old 
black fron cots with the sides tied 
up with cord, the mattresses fouled | 
and stained. Their clothes are| 
dirty, most have lost their shoes | 
and the others have their shoes tied 
on with dirty string. 

Recalls Oliver Twist | 

Wednesday horror-stricken Bri- | 
tons read, in their morning papers, | 
this description of a nursery for! 
orphaned and unwanted children, | 
operated by a municipal authority 
in England. | 

The description comes from the| 
official report of the government- | 
appointed committee on care of 
children, which was set up last year | 
after the manslaughter of an adopt- 
ed boy at his foster-parents’ home 
in Shropshire. 

What Charles Dickens set out to 
do almost 100 years ago in the im- 
passioned writing of Oliver Twist, 
this committee has done again in 
cold language of an official docu- 
ment, Its indictment of the man- 
ner in which Britain’s public au- 
thorities are caring for 125,000 “de- 
prived children” fills many columns 
of the nation’s press. 

“Greatest Scandal” 

The Daily Mail leads off its page 
gne story with the words ‘Greatest 
Scandal of Modern Times.” The 
Daily Herald’s main headline reads, 
“& Report That Will Shock Bri- 
tain.” The Daily Mirror devotes 
two columns to the demand, set in 
the heaviest type, that officials re- 
sponsible for these conditions be 
publicly named, It heads its sum- 
mary “Children in Hell.” Only the 
Times avoids mention of the 
charges brought by the committee, 
confining itself to a summary of 
recommendations. 

Those recommendations include a 
proposal that care of deprived 
children should be centralized un- 
der one authority. The present ad- 
ministration is carried on under 
four separate acts of parliament 
Whatever department is charged 
with the job, it says, should set up 
a special children’s branch making 
a special study of child welfare. 

The committee considers adop- 
tion by a private family—under 
adequate supervision and not by 
arrangement between private in- 
dividuals as sometimes happens now 
—provides the best chance for the 
child. Failing that, it urges that 
children be boarded out and not 
kept in institutions except as last 
resort. 

Institutions Condemned 

It condemns the ided of institu- 
tions out of hand. With a few ex- 
ceptions, the 451 institutions it in- 
spected showed evidence of “regi- 
mentation, drabness and forbidding 
surroundings.” Children kept in 
them led “a dreary, uninteresting 
life, sitting about aimlessly and dis- 
playing an almost pathological 
yearning for attention and petting.” 

At one, a girl who ran away was 
punished by having her head shav- 
ed. At another, 12 infants were 
housed in the same building as a 
number of senile old people and 
certified mental defectives. In the 
same room where children were 
housed, there was “an idiot of gross 
appearance.” Five children, aged 
six to 15, slept in the same room as 
“a three-year-old idot of very un- 
sightly type.” 

Regarded as Burden ; 

“The worst feature,” the commit- 
tee adds, “was often complete fail- 
ure to provide any kind of indi- 
vidual interest or notice, Child- | 
ren were often left to the casual 
kindness of aged inmates or to the 
indifferent attention of a busy staff 
to whom they were nothing but an 
additional burden.” : 

Educational standards, it con- 
tinues, are far below those for nor- 
mal children. Many boys and girls 
of 12 or more cannot tell time. It 
is rare for them to continue school 
beyond the 14th birthday. Girls | 
are kept on after reaching school- 
leaving age for the ostensible pur- 
pose of training, but in fact to un-| 
dertake routine work of the house. |

OTTAWA.—The number of dairy 
cows, dairy heifers and calves has 
decreased considerably in the prai- 
rie provinces during 1946, according 
to the dominion bureau of statistics 
which reports decreases of six per- 
cent in Alberta, 4.5 percent in Mani- 
toba and 4.5 percent in Saskatche- 
wan in dairy cows. 

In 1946 Alberta had 353,700 dairy 
cows as against 376,000 in 1945. In

Seen in Belgium 


BRUSSELS, (ONA)—The muni- 
| cipal elections to be held in Belgium 
|next month, the first in eight years 
as well as the first in which women 
will vote, will unquestionably serve 
as a political barometer indicating 
how long the leftist government of 
Camille Huysmans will weather the 
present storm. 

Or, for that matter, how long any 
leftist regime will run the affairs 
of this nation. * 


There is increasing talk on all 
sides of the possibility of a rightist 
(Catholic) victory in these local 
elections, scheduled for Nov. 24. 
Much of it has a startling parallel 
to some political pronostications 
now heard in the United States. 


The nation at large is angry over 
the unending series of strikes, major 
and minor, the latest of which is 
that of the singers at La Monnaie, 
the Brussels opera. The workers are 
growing more furious every day over 
the government's refusal to “un- 
freeze,” or decontrol wages, Farm- 
ers are aroused over the recent 
action of the ministry of rationed 
foods, headed by Edgar Lalmand, 
a Communist, who in a move against 
the black market confiscated all 
carcasses in slaughter-houses. 


The prompt sequel was that farm- 
ers refused to sell their cattle to 
the slaughterers. 

The stop-gap Huysmans govern- 
ment, which numbers four Com- 
munists, is also the recipient of 
brickbats on the score of the hous- 
ing shortage, particularly from Bel- 
gians living in ruins and cellars 
in the devastated coastal and other 
areas.

BRUSSELS, (CP) — The Inter-| 
Allied Reparations Agency here, of 
which Canada is a member, is in- 
creasingly concerned over serious 
delays in the allocation from the 
three western zones of Germany of 
war-making industrial equipment | 
for reparations, 


Some leading delegates on the 
agency express the belief that unless 
payments are accelerated eventual 
efforts to collect them will be re- 
| Sisted effectively. 

While the Allied control council in 
Berlin selects the plants to be dis- 
mantled and shipped from Germany | 
as reparations, it is the Germans 
themselves who do the actual work. 

It would not be difficult for them 
to upset the process, although so 
far they hayen’t tried. 

“The anticipated method probably 
would be a sort of passive resistance 
on the part of the Germans to re- 
| parations payments,’ one _ source 
| said. “If it became well organized 
it would be very serious.” 

Current delays, however, are due 
| largely to disagreements in the Al- 
lied control council. Of about 700 
plants which are likely to be mark- 
ed for reparations, only 70-odd have 
been asigned by the council to the 


LA.R.A for allocation to its 18 
members, who include all Allied 
belligerents in the European war 


with the exception of Russia and 
Poland, The latter get the bulk of 
their industrial reparations from 
the eastern zone of Germany. 

One authority said the repara- 
tions machinery of the control 
council should be overhauled as soon 
as possible to enable the council to 
assign plants rapidly to the agency 
here and let them dispose of them 
promptly.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


BY MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 

The preparation of the baby's for- 
mula is a simple matter if one pos- 
sesses all the utensils for it and 
keeps them handily in one spot. 
It’s a nice job for the young father 
to do at night and he is sure to be 
tidy and meticulous about it. 

Get a large porcelain or glass 
pitcher and keep it for formula 
mixing. If the porcelain one has 
the ounces marked inside, 60 much 


the better. If not, use a glass beaker 


measuring eight ounces. 

Boil the water for the formula. 
Measure this and put it in the pit- 
cher, add the sugar and stir well. 
Then add the evaporated or dried 
milk, stir, divide into individual 
bottles, stopper and store in the 
refrigerator. 

If the milk is to be boiled then 
do this another way. Put together 
the milk, and sugar and bring them 
to a boil on top of the stove. Boil 
one to three minutes, stirring con- 
stantly. Strain and put into bottles 
and cool and store in a cold place 
Cooling means that the bottles 
should be placed under cold, run- 
uing water and kept there until the 
milk is cold.
